the certificate shall, when stamped in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the Court Fees Act, 1870, with respect to certificates 
under this Part, have the same effect in India as a certificate 
granted or extended under this Part.”.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Indian Succession Act, 1925, was extended to all Part B 
States except the State of Jammu and Kashmir by the Part B States 
(Laws) Act, 1951, which came into force on the 1st April, 1951. 
A5 regards succession certificates granted before that date in a Part 
B State (including the State of Jammu and Kashmir), provision 
has been made in section 382 of the Indian Succession Act that such 
certificates shall be valid in the rest of India when stamped in 
accordance with the provisions of the Court Fees Act, 1870. Succes¬ 
sion certificates granted after that date in any part of India have 
effect throughout India but the term India’ as defined in the Indian 
Succession Act, 1925, does not include the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir. Therefore, for succession certificates granted in the State 
of Jammu amd Kashmir after the 1st April, 1951, there is no provi¬ 
sion in the Indian Succession Act enabling such certificates to have 
validity in the rest of India. This unintended lacuna caused by the 
amendment made in the Indian Succession Act by the Part B States 
(Laws) Act, 1951, is now sought to be removed so that succession 
certificates granted in the State of Jammu and Kashmir after the 
1st April, 1951, are brought on a par with succession certificates 
granted in that State before that date. It may be added that the 
law of Jammu and Kashmir already contains similar provisions 
providing for the validity in that State of succession certificates 
granted by courts in the rest of India.

THE FIRST SCHEDULE 

The Supreme Courts’ Officers Trading Act, 1848, 

The Comptoir d’Escompte de Paris Act, 1864,

The Comptoir National D'Escompte de Paris Act, 

The Native Coinage Act, 1876.—This Act which dealt with the 
legal tender character of coins of former Indian States in the rest of 
India has now become obsolete. 

The Engineers’ Certificates Validation Act, 1894.—This Act is 
spent. 

The Cotton Industry (Statistics) AcV, 1926.—This Act is no 
longer necessary in view of the Collection of Statistics Act, 1953. 

The Sugar Industry (Protection) Act, 1932, is spent. 

The Rules and Regulations Continuance Act, 1937.—^The rules 
made before the 31st March, 1937, under section 37 of the Indian 
Electricity Act, 1910, and the regulations made before the 28th 
March, 1937, under section 28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1923, for the 
continuance of which Act 24 of 1937 was enacted, have since been 
repealed by later rules and regulations respectively. The Act is thus 
spent and is being formally repealed. 

The Indian Soft Coke Cess Committee (Reconstitution and In¬ 
corporation) Act, 1939.—This Act was to remain in force only as 
long as sections 2 to 7 of the Indian Soft Coke Cess Act, 1929, 
remained in force, As the latter Act has already been repealed, the 
former Act is now being repealed. 

The Insurance Deposits (Temporary Reduction) Act, 1941. is 
spent. 

The Protective Duties Act, 1946 and the Essential Supplies 
(Temporary Powers) Act, 1946.—These Acts having expired on the 
31st March, 1951, and the 25th January, 1955, respectively are being 
formally repealed. 

The Sugar (Temporary Excise Duty) Act, 1947, is spent. 

The Railway Transport of Goods Act, 1947 and the Press (Special 
Powers) Act, 1947,—These Acts have expired and are being formally 
repealed.

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Tha Armed Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1947.—This Act has 
and Is betn^ formally repealed. 

The Census Act, 1948.—Section 2 which provides for the cons¬ 
truction of references to the Indian Penal Code and the Indian Evi¬ 
dence Act in relation to Part B States has become otiose with the 
extension of those two Acts to Part B States by the Part B States 
(Law*) Act, 1951. 

The Delhi Premises (Requisition and Eviction) Amendment and 
Validation Act, 1949.—The Delhi Premises (Requisition and Evic¬ 
tion) Act, 1947, has already been repealed by the Requisitioning 
and Acquisition of Immovable Property Act, 1952, and this Act, 
which contains a validating provision, is being formally repealed. 

The Patents and Designs (Extension oj Time) Act, 1950.—This 
Act has expired and Is being formally repealed. 

The Sholapur Spinning and Weaving Company (Emergency 
Provisions) Act, 1950.—In view of the decision of the Supreme Court 
In Dwarkadas Shrinivas v. Sholapur Spinning and Weaving Co., 
1954 (S.C.R. 674), this Act is being repealed. 

The Supply and Prices of Goods Act, 1950, has ceased to have 
effect and is being formally repealed. 

The State Railway Provident Fund (Temporary Provisions) Act, 
1950, ceased to have effect on and from the 31st December, 1952, and 
is being formally repealed. 

The Press (Objectionable Matter) Act, 1951.—This Act has 
expired and is being formally repealed. 

The Bengal Troops Transport and Travellers’ Assistance Regula¬ 
tion, 1808 and the Bengal Troops Transport Regulation, 1825 contain 
provisions relating to forced labour which are inconsistent with 
article 23 of the Constitution. 

The Indian Tea Control (Amendment) Darjeeling District 
Regulation, 1948.—This Regulation extended the Indian Tea Control 
(Amendment) Act, 1948, to the Darjeeling district. This Act and 
the parent Act, namely, the Indian Tea Control Act, 1938, have both 
been repealed—the former by Act 35 of 1950 and the latter by Act 
29 of 1953. Hence, the repeal of this Regulation. 
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THE SECOND SCHEDULE 

The Indian Penal Code. —The amendments proposed rectify 
minor omissions or mistakes. 

T^he Negotiable Instruments Act, 1881.—The amendment has 
becorpe consequential upon the extension of the Act to the whole of 
India 

The Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898.— Amendments (i) and 
(ii) ^re consequential upon the omission of section 407 by section 81 
of the Code of Criminal Procedure (Amendment) Act. 1955. 

Amendment (Hi) corrects a clerical mistake. 

Amendment (iu) is consequential upon the amendment made by 
the Code of Criminal Procedure (Amendment) Act, 1955, which 
abolished trials with the aid of assessors. 

Amendment (v) .—Sections 490 and 492 of the Indian Penal Code 
were repealed by the Workmen’s Breach of Contract (Repealing) 
Act, 1925, but entries relating to those sections have not been 
omit1)ed. 

Amendment (vi) is consequential upon the abolition of the 
punishment of whipping by Act 44 of 1955, 

Amendment (uii) is consequential upon the insertion of new 
section 485-A by section 90 of the Code of Criminal Procedure 
(Amendment) Act, 1955. 

Amendment (viii) is consequential upon the five enactments 
referred to in section 491(3), namely, the Bengal State Prisoners 
Regulation, 1818, the Madras State Prisoners Regulation, 1819, the 
Bombay State Prisoners Regulation, 1827, the State Prisoners Act, 
1850, and the State Prisoners Act, 1858, having ceased to be in force. 

Amendment (ix) is consequential upon the amendment made in 
section 165 by the Criminal Law (Amendment) Act, 1952. 

The Indian Lunacy Act, 1912.—The reference to the law of 
Burma In section 98 should be deleted, as there is no corresponding 
provision in the law of that country. Further, the section, as it now 
stands, does not read properly, Hence the amendment, 
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The Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1923.—The amendment 
rectifies a grammatical error. 

The Parsi Marriage and Divorce Act, 1936.—The amendment has 
become consequential on the change of the expression “section 107” 
occurring in section 51 into “article 227” by the Adaptations Order, 

1950. 

The Rehabilitation Finance Administ/ration Act, 1948.—Words 
which are redundant are being omitted. 

The Dentists Act, 1948.~The year mentioned in the short title of 
the Dentists (Amendment) Act, 1955, is 1955 and not ‘1954’. Hence 
the amendment. 

The Banking Companies (Legal Practitioners’ Clients’ Accounts) 
Act, 1949.—This is consequential upon the establishment of the 
State Bank of India. 

The Part B States (Laws) Act, 1951.— Amendment (i). —Section 
75-B which was inserted in the Negotiable Instruments Act, 1881, 
by the Negotiable Instruments and Indian Limitation (Temporary 
Amendment) Ordinance, 1947 (31 of 1947), was a temporary provi¬ 
sion which expired with the expiry of the Ordinance. By inadvert¬ 
ence a direction relating to section 75-B was inserted in the Part B 
States (Laws) Act, 1951. The amendment seeks to correct this 
mistake. 

Amendment (ii).—The Protective Duties Act, 1946, ceased to be 
in force on the 31st March, 1951, and the Part B States (Laws) Act, 

1951. came into force on the 1st April, 1951, on which date the former 
Act was not in force. The entry relating to that Act is accordingly 
being omitted. 

The Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951.—A 
clerical error is being rectified. 

The Indian Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Act, 

1952. —The Words “by or” have no meaning and are being omitted. 

The Cinematograph Act, 1952.—Consequent on the insertion of 
new clause (c) in section 6 by the Cinematograph (Amendment) 
Act, 1953, it has become necessary to insert the connecting word 
“or” at the end of section 6 (b). 

The Estate Duty Act, 1953.-;;The amendment rectifies a clerical 
error. 

The Coir Industry Act, 1953.—The words “or fails to act” occur¬ 
ring in the section are being omitted as meaningless.

The Code of Criminal pfocedure (Amendment) Act, 1955.— 
Amendnitnt (i),—Section 74/ (which came into force on the 1st 
January, 1956) seeks to ame^h section 393 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 1898, but'section 393 Itself was omitted on the 19th 
December, 1955, when the Abolition of Whipping Act, 1955, came 
into force. Section 74 having thus become ineffective is being 
deleted. 

Amendments (h) and (Hi) correct clerical errors. 

The Companies Act, 1956.—The amendments correct certain 
printing errors. 

The 1 Agricultural Produce (Development and Warehousing) 
Corporations Act, 1956.—This Act passed after the Companies Act, 
1956, contains references to the Companies Act, 1956, in certain 
places and to the Indian Companies Act, 1913, in certain other places. 
Eeferences to the Indian Companies Act, 1913, in sections 40(2) and 
42 (2) are now being replaced by references to the Companies Act, 
1956. 

The Life Insurance Corporation Act, 1956.—The amendment Is 
clarificatpry. 

The Inter-State Water Disputes Act, 1956 and The Indian Lac Cess 
(Amendment) Act, 1956.—^The amendments correct printing errors. 

The Jammu and Kashmir (Extension of Laws) Act, 1956.—The 
amendments have been rendered necessary by reason of two 
important changes made by the Government Premises (Eviction) 
Amendment Act, 1956, immediately before the passing of the 
Jammu ahd Kashmir (Extension of Laws) Act, 1956, viz., change of 
the short 1 title from the Government Premises (Eviction) Act, 1950, 
into the l^ublic Premises (Eviction) Act, 1950, and change of the 
expressioii “Government premises” into “public premises”.
